We do not pay a great deal of attention to it, 
however, in this section, but in a city a merchant 
could not possibly persuade his customer to take 
eggs that he would not guarantee. 
Let us actually

the housewife buys a dozen eggs from her grocer at 
15 cents per dozen. 
This is exactly 1 1-4e per egg. 
Suppose she finds three eggs in tin* lot are had. 
Then she gets nine good ones for 15 cents; or the 
good ones cost her 1 2-3 cents per egg. or 20 cents 
per dozen, 
rhe housewife can afford to pav 5 cents 
more per dozen for eggs that the grocer will guar­ 
antee than for those on which she takes a chance. 


Stephenville boasts of an infertile egg club that 
g«*ts the egg producers 3 cents more per dozen than 
tor fertile eggs. 
Comanche boasts of dealers that 
get 4 cents more for them. 
There is no doubt but 
that the infertile egg will pay. 
It is estimated that 
one-third of the fertile eggs are lost, and the price 
is one-third less for the fertile egg, then the produ­ 
cer gets twice a.s much from his hens.

SEVEN DOLLARS PER HEAD for every man, 
woman and child in America is a startling tax. And 
yet this is the tax that would be levied if the army 
bill just reported from the senate should carry. 
There are in round numbers 100,000,000 inhabitants 
in the United States. 
The senate proposes at one 
lump to expend $700,000,000 for array increases and 
equipment. 
A tax of $7 per head for every man, 
woman and child in America. 
If this tax were 
levied direct as state, county and city taxes are 
levied, the citizens of the country woudl rise up 
and destroy the government. 
Though they do not 
realize the payment of the tax, they pay it by a few 
cents on each purchase. 
Already the armv-navy 
tax alone amounts to $26 per head. 
If the senate 
bill passes it will jump to $33 per man. 
If this is 
the price of peace, peace is too high. 


There is a move afoot to pass a law at the next 
session of the legislature requiring that most of

Wild Onions in Milk 
For th** next few week* there 
will he much trouble with the cows 
getting wild otiious in the pas­ 
tures. 
I he flavor of the onions is 
passed off with the breath id’ the 
cow and in her milk. Butter made 
trom such milk carries a strong 
taste of onions and cannot be sold 
on the regular market. 
There is no way th e farmer ean 


get the O dor out of the milk and 


»Utter. 
None of the patent stock 
foods or any other powder or rem- 
dy i>. ol any value and so no mon 
y should he wasted on them. 
Keeping the cow away from the 
onions is 
the 
only 
satisfactory 
way. 
It the cow is kept away 
om the onions six or eight hours 
before milking almost all of the 
odor will have paused out of her 
system and very little will he no- 
iced in her milk. 7’his method will 
allow the cow to use the pastur* 
for two or three hours after tht 
morning milking. Where the gruss 
is thick the cows will not usually 
bite 
the 
onions. — Brown wood 
News. 


Pictures of Moving Bullets 
Moving pictures have unlimited 
possibilities, for the study of rap­ 
idly moving objects. 
Ail appara­ 
tus capable of making pictures at 
the rate of 100,000 a second has | 
been made. With it seventy two ^ 
pictures of a revolver bullet were 
taken while moving ten inches. 
I ictures ot a bullet passing thru 
a stick of wood showed a curious 
condition. The bullet passed com­ 
pletely through the thin stick, and 
was well on its way before the 
wood gave any sign of 
distress. 
Then some tiny splinters started 
»ut, followed by the bullet; the 
stick began to split, and after the 
»»Ret had proceeded 
some dia-j 
tance the stick suddenly fell to 
pieces.

No camera shutters 
arc 
fast 
enough to take 
pictures at any­ 
thing like this rate of speed, so no 
shutters were used. Instead a ser­ 
ies of electric sparks were flashed, 
the sparks followed one another 
at the rate ot 10,000 a second, each 
spark making a picture. 
The film 
was mounted on a wheel about 3 
feet in 
circumstance, 
and 
the 
wheel was revolving at the rate of 
9000 revolutions a minute. When 
all was ready the bullet was shot, 
the spark flashed, aud the revolv­ 
ed. the actual exposure being lim­ 
ited to a fraction of a second, so 
as to not pile up pictures one over 
another.—Kansas City Journal.
